that prevented a recurrence oi deso-

"The observations on the ri.se and 


fall of various coasts are impressive: 
Holland derives its name from its sub- 
aide'nce, coupled with the building oE 
dikes for the protection or the land; 
latlon at Galveston, was not the first; tha lBland o£ Batavia. inhabited in the 
calamity of that sort which has visited 
southern cities. 


"Witness the swallowing of L'Jale 


Derniere, a health and pleasure re- 
sort of New 'Orleans, with most of its 
transient .population Just'44 years be- 
fore . Galveatoa," th'e bulletin says, 
quoting from a communication to the 
society. 
. "The student who scans the shores 
of Atlantic and Gulf, either an the 
ground or oa the admirable maps of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey and 
the Hydrographic Office of our_ Navy, 
soon perceives that the relations be- 
tween wave-built bars and' wave-cut 
eliSs vary from coast-stretch to-coast- 
stretch. On the New Jersey coast, the 


days of Tacitus, ie drowned; Znyder 
Zee was formed by an invasion of the 
sea about the end of the 13th century, 
anil the Netherlands polders (or dike- 
protected lands) ;are maintained only 
by artificial embankments which have 
been raised .from generation, to gen- 
eration until now cultlvated'fields lie 
seven to io meters below tide level.

corresponding (and correspondingly
